Their meetings therefore are surcharg- 
ed with interest. and significant of the 
democracy’s determination to bury par- 
tisanship for the general good. It is 
even said that Mr. Bryan has told his 
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Washington, July 2.—(Special.) 
Complications in China, the pos- 
‘sibility of an extra session of con- 
gress and the probable recall of 
President McKinley to Washing- 
‘ton from Canton, overshadows. the 
Kansas City convention and dwarfs 
the republican campaign. 

A member of the cabinet, who 
is familiar with all the details of 
the Chinese question, so far as of- 
ficial developments are concerned, 
in commenting upon Admiral 
Kempfi’s latest official dispatch 
from Che Foo, says the . point had 
not been reached to justify. the 
United States in making a formal 
declaration of war against the 


Chinese government. 

“It is evident from the infor- 
mation we have received,” he 
went on to say, “that Chinais in 
a state of revolt, and. the. govern- 
ment of the empire is unable to 
put down the uprising prevailing 
jin Pekin and vicinity. We have 
received many conflicting reports 
and thus far we have no direct 
evidence that the Chinese govern» 
ment is responsible for the depre~- 
dations already committed on 
foreigners,” 


Will War be Declared. 

‘“T>) what extent must the Chinese go 
before our government will be warranted 
in formally declaring war?” I asked. 

‘That depends entirely upon circum- 
stances.” replied the cabinet officer. 

“There are many questions to be consid- 
ered before taking such a step. First 
we must be assured that the Chinese 
government has violated the laws of in- 
tercourse supposed to exist between 
friendly powers, Then, we must be cer- 
tain that the government Is a participant 
in the depredations against representa- 
tives and citizens of the United States, 
or indirectly sympathizing and encourag- 
{ng the violators of international agree- 
ments. In addition, we must consider 
whether it will be to our advantage to 
go to war with China or whether we can 
protect the rights of our citizens with- 
out going to that extreme. A natiou 
does not declare war against one of its 
neighbors unless it expects to be bene- 
fitea by doing so. We have nothing to 
gain by declaring war with China. Our 
desire and intention is to protect Ameri- 
can citizens whether officially employed 
or otherwise .and to rescue those who are 
in danger from an uprising of what ap- 
pears to be a lawless class of Chinamen, 
led on’ by a designing politician who waits 
to place his son upon the throne. I re- 
fer to Prince Tuan. Our advices all con- 
firm this view of the situation, and, if the 
situation does seem to grow more and 
more alarming daily. we derive some en- 
couragement from the fact that the up- 
rising does not appear to be general 
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the northern provinces.” 
Solicitude About Conger. 

"What is your idea as to the safety of 
| Minister Conger, in view of the absence 
of any. definite information concerning 
his whereabouts in any of the dispatches 
thus far received?” was the next leading 
question aksed. 

“I do not dare to think what his fate 
may be. We are striving, by every means 
possible, to establish communication with 
him. All of the dispatches received today 
and for the past few days tend to con- 
firm the theory that the uprising is too 
strong to be put down by the Chinese gov- 
ernment. It is true, some of the Chinese 
government troops have joined forces 
with the leader of the uprising, Prince 
Tuan “Whatever fears. or impressions I 
may have"Concerning the safety of Min- 
ister Conger I must keep to myself. I as- 
sure you, howeyer, I am filled with the 
deepest anxiety regarding his safety, but 
I sincerely trust the future developments 
will show that he has been spared the 
fate of the German minister.” 

Extra Session Not Probable. 

“Is the proposition to call.an extra ses- 
Sion of congress being seriously consid- 
ered?’ was-the next question asked the 
cabinet officer. 

“No; the suggestion has been made in 
various newspapers, but it has never been 
considered by the president or the.mem- 
bers of the cabinet. Under existing -con- 
ditions nothing would be gained by call- 
ing an extra session of congress. The 
members of.the senate and house are s0 
engrossed in national and state politics 
that they would be slow in assembling 
and late in getting away, besides the con- 
stitution does not warrant the calling to- 
gether of an extra session of the two 
houses. As I stated before, this govern- 
ment. has no desire to make war on Chi- 
na, for we have nothing to gain in that 
direction. We propose, however, to safe- 
guard our citizens and our tnterests in 
that country ,and preparations are now 
going forward to render such relief as 
the circumstances demand, Att the first 
intimation that the Chinese government 
was either unable to put down the upris- 
ing or in collusion ‘with insurrectionists, 
we proceeded to take precautionary 
measures to protect and defend our own 
interests in the Chinese empire. It would 
not be wise or prudent to relate all that 
has been done in thag direction. Sufficient 
to say we are putting forth every effort 
within the limit of international law and 
friendly relationship to protect American 
interests in China,’”’

It will take several hours tn Kansas City 
and clearer light than that town itself 
has enjoyed in the last two days for the 
Georgians to know where they stand. The 
mistake of a dismally late departure for 
the convention city is now dawning on 
the delegates with force and every per- 
son in the party wishes heartily that the 
start from Atlanta had been made Satur- 
day morning instead of Sunday night, 
There {s strong opposition in the dele- 
gation to the platforms of the Illinoits 
type which indorse in “letter” and in 
“spirit” the platform of 18%. Such an 
indorsement would burden the democratic 
party with a needless incumbrance, since 
the platform made in Chicago deals large- 
ly with hard times that do not now al- 
together exist and with other matters 
pertinent to a platform of four years 
ago.

A Few Things on the Surface. 

David B. Hill is regarded as the biggest 
unknown quantity this year that any na- 
tional convention has ever been troubled 
with. He will dominate if he gets the 
chance by the force of his intellect and 
this intellect doesn’t happen to be a part 
of the aforesaid unknown quantity. Four 
years ago in Chicago he tried to do what 
they say he will try to do this time, but 
his fight in 1896 was single-handed and 
even then the common folk drew off to 
one side and murmured to each other that 
it was the gamest fight they had ever 
seen. 

This year his position on the money 
question will not outlaw him. Some of the 
stroMgest friends free silver ever developed 
believe that it has ceased temporarily to 
be an issue. They understand now why 
the east was alienated and how the party 
of the trusts will carry that section again 
if, as they say, the money proposition is 
not made subsidiary. In this element ex- 
Senator Hill is dominant. His purpose 
thus far is plain to many, but his ulterior 
aim in precipitating the fight is rather 
dark and subject only to surmise. 

Delegates who are supposed to know 

‘what they are talking about declare that 
Hill doesn’t want the vice presidency and 
would not have it under any consideration. 
This may be. It is certain nevertheless 
that he is here to win his fight and if he 
wins (many think there is a possibility of 
success) he must then become the logical 
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nominee for second place on the ticket. 
Not only will this be the case, but many 
believe it would put Hill where the en- 
tire New York democracy will be behind 
him, and this latter is what the conven- 
tion undoubtedly will want. 

Hill is the biggest man in this vicinity 
just now. He seems to fill the atmosphere 
pretty well and to be working his ‘“‘si- 
lence’ game to profit. How long he will 
remain big is to be determined after he

Doubtless at the proper 
time some man authorized to express his 
wishes will appear before the platform 
committee and that body will respect his 
desires. From the best sources’of infor- 
mation available I learn that Mr. Bryan 
thinks there should be a reaffirmation of 
the money plank of the Chicago platform 
and coupled with it an arraignment of the 
republican legislation which ‘hag finally 
fastened upon the country the single gold 
standard and has turned the currency 
over to the nationa] banks.

And the fact that the silver #e- 
publicans are to hold thelr national con- 
vention here this week is lost sig§t of 
80 completely is it overshadowed by th3 
democratic convention which is, of course, 
thé great event. Yet the silver republig- 
ans, who are keeping thelr organization 
alive for the purpose of aiding the demo- 
cratic ceuse, have gathered in quite large 
numbers, most of the western states be- 
ing represented. 

Most of the delegates to this’ conven- 
tion, if not all, are willing to indorse 
~ hatever the democratic convention may 
do, but they are handicapped by having 
to submit to Pettigrew posing as their 
great leader. 

At to vice presidential pogsibilities, there 
are any number, Hill, and Harrison, and 
Shiveley are figuring most prominently 
in the talk. While Hill is undoubtedly 
the man most @iscussed, he is not the 
greatest probability, primarily, be it said, 
because he does not want the place.

was received here. It is supposed Count 
Von Buelow will forego his vacation and 
remain in Berlin. , 

Herr Hammann was also asked if the 
Chinese minister here would be given his 
passports, but the privy councillor would 
not reply. 


SCARING IMPERIAL FAMILY. 


Threatening Destruction of Graves of 
Ancestors Is Suggested. 
Berlin, July 2.—The consular body at 
Tien Tsin has unanimously proposed to 
their governments as tho sole means of 
saving the foreigners at Pekin that the 
united powers should inform the Chinese 
authorities that the graves of the an- 
cestors of the imperial family at Pekin 
will be destroyed if the foreigners at Pe- 
kin, especially the ministers, are harm- 
ed. It is understcod that Great Britain 
is not disposed to adhere to the proposal. 


ALLIES ARE NOT ADVANCING. 


Foreign Forces Are Not Moving To- 
ward Pekin. %e 

London, July 3.—3:30 a. m.—The allies 
are not advancing for the relief of Pekin. 
This announcement to the house of com- 
mons by William St. John Broderick, un- 
der secretary of state for foreign affairs, 
was received with exclamations of. as- 
tonishment and dismay. 

President Elles Ashmead Bartlett in- 
quired if any information had been re- 
ceived from the legation at Pekin or as 
to the composition and command of the 
relieving force and its present position. 

Mr. Broderick read the dispatch received 
today, and said the total allied force avalil- 
able is now about 13,000, as troops have 
been rapidly arriving, adding: 

- “We do not wet know what arrange- 
ments have been made locally regarding 
the command of an expedition, but it 
has not yet been thought possible to at- 
tempt a further advance. The consuls 
have been in communication with the 
viceroys in the Yang Tse region and they 


given them by her majesty’s government 
in preserving order. It is ebviously im- 
possible that the representatives of the 
powers at Pekin should be consulted as 
no communications are passing with 
them.”’ 

“The situatior® here ts desperate. Has- 
ten.” These words from the message of 
Von Bergen, a member of the German 
legation at Pekin, countersigned by Sir 
Robert Hart, inspector general of cus- 
toms, and dated nine days ago, are the 
theme of all private comment. They 
are preparing for news of frightful tra- 
gedy. Nine days ago, the ammunition of

Last night St. Petersburg was informed 
over the Siberian, wires that the destruc- 
tion of the “ussian railway in Manchuria 
continues and it seems not impossible 
that Russia will be fully occupied for a 
time in § suppressing the insurrection 
among its objects Chinese and not be able 
to send more troops immediately to Taku. 
The powers look more and more to Ja- 
pan to supply the force necessary at once 
to grapple with the formidable rebellion. 


HE WANTS FULL SATISFACTION. 


Emperor William Will Move Against 
China Directly. 

Berlin, July 2.—From well authenticated 
sources, the Assoc gted Press is able to 
state today, after the detailed statement 
by Count von Buelow, secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, regarding the Chinese 
situation, Emperor William made up his 
mind to insist upon full satisfaction for 
the death of Baron von Ketteler, for 
which purpose he resolved to send alto- 
gether armed forces approximately as 
large as the other powers chiefly interest- 
ed in restoring order in China. The pre- 
cise size of the forces has not yet been 
determined, but it is expected will ‘alto- 
gether amount to a score of thousands. 
A considerable portion of the German fleet 
will be sent also. This is evidenced by 
orders issued tonight to prepare five new 
battleships for sailing. It is understood 
that Prince Henry of Prussia has re- 
quested the emperor to give him command 
of this division, but it is doubtful whether 
his majesty will agree to this. 

The emperor and Count Buelow are ful- 
ly aware that constitutional difficulties 
render difficult the disposing of so large 
a contingent, but both are agreed that 
it must be done. In this they are sup- 
ported by the singularly unanimous atti- 
tude of the Germans. Tonight a leading 
paper discusses means for fulfilling the 
nation’s wish to make reprisals against 
China correspondingly severe with the 
outrages. 

At the foreign office tonight the situa- 
tion for Germany was described as most 
difficult, especially since the latest news 
shows that serious trouble is impending 
in Shan Tung. The Chinese legation here 
is still snug. Minister Lu Hal Houn told 
a representative of the Associated Press 
that he was extremely sorry for the 
bloody events in Pekin, but he felt suré 
that the dowager empress was guiltless. 
From an interesting chat with him the 
point seems worth recording that the 
minister took it for granted that the 
powers would subdue the revolt in China 
and then arrange 4 new government. 


KEMPFF SENDS BAD NEWS. 


Admiral’s Message Causes Officials 
Some Uneasiness. 
Washington, July 2.—Bad news came 
this morning from Admiral Kempff, con- 
firming the worst stories which have 
emanated from China relative to the con- 
ditions at Pekin and a feeling of disquiet 
was noticeable among administration offi- 
clals and diplomats. ‘The German em- 
bassy showed particular anxiety for in- 
formation respecting the sad end of Bar- 
on von Ketteler, and in the course of the 
afternoon Secretary Hermann, of the em- 
bassy, pail a special visit to the state de- 
partment to inquire. M. Thiebaut, the 
charge of the French embassy, ais0 
called, in quest of information, it was 
said. These visits revived rumors that 
an effort is afoot to reach an internation- 
al agreement respecting the conduct of 
the forces of the powers in China. It was 
said this afterncor at the state depart- 
ment that the only news was that it 
seemetl to be a unanimous agreement on 
the part of the powers to welcome with 
the utmost cordiality Japan’s offer to fur- 
nish re-enforcerents for the forces now 
cperating along the Pel Ho river in the

ccme to the state department from all 
directions and particularly from England, 
Russia and France. 

As far as the state department fs con- 
cerned it had previously accorded Japan 
a free hand in the matter of the number 
of troops to be employed in China upon 
a voluntary and courteous statement of 
the purpose of the employment of these 
forces, 

A gathering in Secretary’s Hay’s oflice 
late.in the afternoon of Secretary Hay 
and Secretary Hitchcock, taken in con- 
nection with the fact that Secretary 
Long had been in conference early in the 
day with the secretary of state, led to the 
circulation of rumors that important dc- 
velopments were to ke expected connect- 
ed with the strengthening of the United 
States forces row in China. These ru- 
mors, however, were speedily set at rest 
by the statement from one of the partici- 
pants that the conference had nothing to 
do with Chinese affairs, but reiatcd to 
some Indian troubles in the northwest. 
Secretary Root did not hesitate to enter 
a specific dental of some of the sensational 
stories which are persistently circulated 
every day regardless of facts. 


GERMANY MUST BE SATISFIED. 


German Press Discusses Death of 
Von Ketteler. 

Berlin, July 2.—The press tonight unani- 
mously deplores Baron von Ketteler’s 
death, mentioning particularly his cour- 
age, strong sense of duty, special fitness 
for his position because of his sixteen 
years’ residence in China, and of his com- 
plete command of the language and his 
intimate knowledge of the country and 
its personages. 

The Kreuz Zeitung says Germany cannot 
allow the murder to go unpunished, es- 
pecially if the proof is furnished that the 
Chinese government has made common 
cause with the boxers, and adds that 
the emperor and his advisers will find the 
correct way out of the present difficul- 
ties. This confidence is general throughn- 
out the fatherland. The paper argues 
strongly for the sending of the large Ger- 
man force since they are assured of bases 
of operation at Taku and Tien Tsin. 

The Tageblatt talks more heatedly. It 
says this horrible deed will force Germany 
into the first rank of interested powers, 
as hitherto she was behind Russia, Eng- 
land and France. The paper expresses 
confidence that ‘“‘this unparalleled crime 
will create a sentiment of European solid- 
arity so that the shed blood of Baron von 
Ketteler will become a cement uniting 
the whole white race against the yellow.’’ 

The North German Gazette says: 

“Above all the international force must 
now take Pekin and stop the anarchy 
there.”’

Kansas City, July 2.—The placidity of 
the meeting of the United States Monetary 
League was considerably ruffled in the 
closing hours today by statements from 
General A. J. Warner, of Ohio, who was 
a voiuriteer speaker, taking the time and 
place which had been assigned to Mr. 
Sulzer, who failed to appear. General 
Warner was introduced by ex-Governor 
St. John, who called him the father. of 
the cause of free silver. General Warner 
caused the first flutter of excitement by 
saying that so far as he knew there 
was no proposition to change the ratio 
of coinage. The live question of the hour, 
he added, is to get silver restored to its 
former place, where it would have the 

me rights as gold. 

“I don’t care anything about the ratio 
of 16 to 1,” he said. ‘Get silver restored,” 
he added. ‘‘Catch your hare first, then 
cook it. Regulate silver automatically and 
you settle the question. I sometimes 
think we have laid too much stress on 
16 to l. I am in favor of it. but there are 
and must always be conditions which may 
change the ratio.”’ oe 

Mr. Berry, of Pennsyjvanila, interrupted 
and gsked if General Warner was not 
giving away some of Ahe secrets of the 
platform. Before General Warner could 
reply, Mr. Harvey asked him: 

“Do you understand the history of free. 
coinage?’ 

General Warner replied without pertur- 
bation that he had made a study of it, 
and he begged leave to say to Mr. Harvey 
and others that there had been no legal 
action taken by congress on the question 
of ratio. 

Interruptions followed with rapidity and 
exceptions to the speaker’s views became 
heated. Waiting a moment for quiet, Gen- 
eral Warner continued: 

“I tell you the question of 16 to 1 1s. 
going to cut little figure in this cam- 
paign. The issues will be anti-imperialism 
and trusts, and what we should do for 
humanity, and the question of ratio will 
sink into infinitesimal insignificance.”’ 

Mr. Harvey leaped upon a table, and re- 
peating former statements, he added: 

“If the people do not instruct congress 
before election on the question of ratio, 
congress would never agree. And I stand 
here to say to you,” pointing to General 
Warner, ‘“i6 to 1 has been demanded by 
our leader, Colonel Bryan, and we wiil 
follow his lead.’’ 

‘A motion to add General Warner to the 
committee on resolution brought out sev- 
eral objections, and General Warner set- 
tled the problem by declining to serva 

A vote ashing General Warner to ad- 
dress the convention tomverrow on the 
currency Was unanimously passed, and 
the committee adjourned until that hour. 

After the convention, General Warner 
was waylaid at the entrance by many whc 
had been present, and some of them de- 
nounced him politically, and in some in- 
stances personally. The outside protest 
was as vigcrous as that of the inside. 

Hion. Charles I. Thomson, of Denver, 
president of the league, called the meet- 
ing to order, and introduced Hon. Edward

OTHER — ORDINANCES INTRODUCED 


They Were Offered by Alderman 


Beutell and Councilman Barrett 
and Affect the Interests of 
the Two Electric Com- 
panies of Atlanta. 


Three ordinances affecting the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company and the 
Georgia Electric Light Company and the 
Rapid 
read in council yesterday afternoon. 

One, and the most important of the 
three, was the Grady ordinance as amens- 
the committee on electric Lights, 
whigh gives franchises to the Atlanta 
Railway. Company for the construction 
of an electric lighting system in Atlanta. 
The report of the committee on this or- 
dinance was favorable to its passage, and 
vas adopted unanimously by council. 

It will go to the aldermanic board for 
action at the next meeting of that body, 
which occurs Thursday afternoon, and 
will then pass to the executive depart- 
ment of the municipal government for the 
signature of the mayor. The only draw- 
back to the ordinance at present is the 
positive announcement on the part of 
the officials of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company that they are net satis 
ficd with the terms of the ordinance and 
will not accept it if it is adopted and 
receives the signature of the mayor. 

Because of this fact it is not improbable¢ 
that an interesting session will be held 
over the ordinance by the aldermanic 
board at the approaching meeting. 

A feature of the morning session of the 
committee was the statement on the part 
of the officials of the Atlanta Railway 
Company ;that it». Was not.necessary 10 


Atlanta Transit Company were 


ed by 


ebtain a franchise from council in order 
ito construct the electric Hghting system. 


The officials. announced that the legisla- 
ture had given the company the right to 
open the streets under police regulations. 

When this question was referred tu 
City Attorney’ Anderson by the commit- 
tee he announced that he had not investi- 
gated. it and would give his opinjon upon 
it later. 

The second matter ordinance of impor- 
tance was {introduced by Councilman Bar- 


rett, and provides that all recipients of. 


franchises from the city must refrain 
from bringing suit against the city or 
making the city party to suits or their 
franchises. will be forfeited. 

This was referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee for action, and will be doubtless 
the cause of a lively session of :that body. 

The third ordinance was introduced by 
Alderman Beutell, and provides for the 
management of poles and wires. 

The Grady Ordinance. 

When the Grady ordinance was read in 
council yesterday afternoon it plainly 
showed the effects of the attacks made 
upon it by the electric light committee 
yesterday morning. 

The committee met at 11 o’ciock for the 
purpose of adopting the Grady ordinance 
as a whole and as amended by the com- 
mnittee last Saturday morning. The 
changes in the ordinance make it more 
suitable to the Atlanta Railway Company. 
The section whieh required the filing ‘of 
a bond within three days after the ap- 
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proval of the ordinance was so changed 
as to allow the company thirty days in 
which to file the bond. 

Section 8, to which the officials of the 
Atlanta Railway Company objected, and 
which required a bond of $10,000 from the 
company to assure that all damages to 
persons and property should be paid by 
the company, was stricken entirely, and 
the other bond, which was for $25,000 and 
which is a guarantee that the oty is 
not to be Hable for damages, was made. 
a perpetual one 

There are other minor changes tn the 
ordinance, but these mentioned are the 
ones which most affect the ordinance, 

The officiais of the Atlanta Raliway 
Company also objected to the amendment 
of Alderman Johnson, which provided 
that the city is to regulate the rates and 
tolls of the company, provided it ever 
combines with the Georgia Electric Light 
Company, but the committee refused to 
strike this amendment ‘from the ordl- 
nance, and it was adopted by councii dur- 
ing the afternoon, 

President Woodruff’s Letter. 


E. Woodrvff, president of the Atlanta 
Railway Company. addresscd a commun!- 
cation to the committee in which he stat- 
ed that his company was very much dis- 
satisficd with the Grady ordinance as 
amended. The communication follows: 

To the Honorable, the Mayor and General 
Ceuncil and 
Flectric Lights. Gentlemen: The electric HMght 
orcinence which it is proposed to pass for the 
ecmpany I represent is so burdened with terms 
and conditions that we cannot accept it if 
persed, because we cannot bulld under it. 

You will parion me for sayiig that these 
terms and conditions are oppressive. unneces- 
sary and unusual. This is especially true as 
to sections 8 and !|0 of the ordinance. 

We ask for a grant exactly similar in its 
terms to that granted to the Georgia Electric 
Light Company, last December, and offered in 
addition to give heavy bond for the comple- 
tion of ovr plant. We are also willing to ac- 
cept a condition to cheapen arc lights to the 
city $10 each. 

We herewith submit a draft of the re- 
your com- 
mittee, with changes .nade by us. In this we 
have conceded every point which it is possi- 
ble for us to concede, and at the same time 
ecnstruct and operate the plant on a business 
basis. 

For many months we have sought this con- 
sidcration from you and in so doing we have 
not only not asserted, but have suppressed our 
legal rights in this particular matter, because 
of our respect for council and our belief that 
you would hot finally seek to put us under 
practically prohibitive conditions. Yours re- 
spectfully, E. WOODRUFF, Pres. 

The Action of Council. 

The ordinance was presented to coun- 
cil with a batch of papers from the com- 
mittee on electric Nghts. Councilman Hol- 
land, chairman. of the committee, an- 
nounced that the report of the committee 
had not been sigied by Alderman Beu- 
tell, 

Alderman. Breutell stated to council 
that he did not object to signing the 
report, -but he wanted to be absolutely 
sure that the ordinamce presented to 
ccuncil was the same as the one amend- 
ed and adopted by the committee. 

After the ordinance had been read Al- 
derman Welch moved that the repcert of 
the committee, which was favorable, be 
adopted, and this motion was carried 
unanimously. 

The ordinance now only needs the ac- 
ticn of the aldermanic board and the 
signature of the magor to become a law. 
It will be fMmteresting to learn that the 
board has concurred in the action of 
council regarding the ordinance despite 
the opposition of the Atlanta Rallway 
Company. 

The Barrett Ordinance. 

The -rdinanc; of Councilman Barrett 
regarding suits against the city was re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee for 
action. The paper was read once before 
being referred. It is as follows: 


Be it ordained by the mayor and general 
council that all franchises, privileges and rights 
heretofore and hereafter granted by the gen- 
eral council of the city of Atlanta, having ref- 
erence» to public utilities, whether granted to 
& person, firm or corporation, that now exist 
or may hereafter apply for same, shall be sub- 
ject to the following conditions, namely: 

Stould said person, firm or corporation after 
receiving said franchise, benefit or privilege, 
thereafter bring an action against the city of 
Atlanta alone, or in connection with any other 
firm, person or corporation, for causes not 
within the control of said city, said person, 
firm or corporation shall thereby forfeit all 
frenchises, benefits and privileges theretofore 
granted by the city of Atlanta, and same shall 
revert to said city and be subject to further 
grant or sale by said city to other persons and 
corporations. j 

Section 2 repeals confiicting ordinances. 

The ordinance of Alderman Beutell was 
also read once and referred to the ordi- 
nance committee. It provides that all 
companies that own poles upon the sireets 
must remove them whenever such remov- 
al becomes necessary Jn the opinion of the 
city authorities. .The poles are to be re- 
moved at the expense of their owners.

WEATHER, PAST AND PRESE) 


| 


Weather conditions have not materially 
changed since the induction of July. For 
upward of forty days, alrnost in succes- 
sion, rain has fallen at frequent intervals, 
and In that time the precipitation has ap- 
proximated fifteen inches, An inch of 
rain fell Sunday, last night was showery, 
and the forecast for the next twenty-four 
hours is ditto. 

An analysis of the Julys of the past 
twenty-two years, as shown by the 
records of the loca] weather bureau, may 
prove interesting, if not a criterion of 
what is to be expected the present month. 
The past June was considered somewhat 
damp, if it didn’t quite break the record; 
but wait till you hear- the returns for 
July. In times past that month has 
proved much wetter than June. The high- 
water mark held by June, 18384, of 10.73 
inches, must bow to the 14.11 inches of 
July, 1837. The average precipitation of 
June for the past twenty-two years was 
4.22 inches: that of July for the same 
period, 4.97 inches On July 23, 1898, the 
phenomenal rainfall of 4.64 inches was re- 
corded. On July 21, 1899, 4.03 inches fell, 
and from the middle to the last of the 
month, that year, there were but three 
days which were not rainy. The dryest 
July was in: 1881, when only .5 inches of 
rain fell. The rainfall last July was 
above normal, 6.42 inches having fallen. 

As the dogdays draw near, the average 
person js inore interested in temperature 
than precipitation. The weather reports 
show :hat the hottest July day om record 
was the i$th, in 187, when the mercury 
climbed up to 100 degrees. That month, 
however, did pot average abnormally hot. 
There were but seven days on which ‘the 
thermometer reached 90 degrees, and the 
mean temperature was but_77.38. degrees. 
The July having the highest mean (em- 
perature Was jn 18381, with & 0.9 degrees; 
1893 pressed it close with 80.6 degrees. The 
greatest Lumber of excessively hot days 
in succession occurred in July, 1893, when 
there were twenty-one days on which the 
mercury did not drop belcw 90 degrees. 
The aversege daytime temperature that 
torrid month was 90.7 degrees. Last July 
was hot <cnough. It had nine successive 
days, beginning with the 12th, on which 
the thermometer ranged from 90 to 9 
degrees. There were fourteen days on 
which the mercury did not fall below 90 
degrees. The mean temperature was 79.2 
degrees. ‘The record-breaking hot night of 
July was in 1879, registering 81 degrees. 
Two nights in succession reached this un- 
comfortable figure. The hottest night last 
July reached 79 degrees, and the nightly 
average :luring the month was 70 degrees. 

The coolest July was in 1891, with a 
mean temperature of 75 degrees. Juiy, 
1852, stands next, with 76 degrees. Some 
Julys are on record which had remarkably 
cool nigh= temperature—coo] enough, in 
fact, for a bianket. Singularly enough, 
1852, 1836, 1891, 1894 and i898 all hold the 
minimum mean night temperature of &8 
degrees. Giving .these more refreshing 
comparisons another tack, we find that a 
northwest wind blew at the rate of forty- 
four miles an hour on the lith of iast 
July. 

Yesterday the highest temperature was 
86 degrees, and on Sunday, 90 degrees. The 
jast day of June holds the record thus far 
this year, with 91 degrees. 

On but one day of June, and that the 
last, did Prcfessor Marbury run up the 


| fair-weather flag, and Atlantians hailed 


it with emotions such as the first weathcr 
prophet, Noah, must have experienced 
when the dove returned to the ark with 
the olive branch, 

Speaking of Professor Marbury and the 
flag, it is told as a joke on the weather 
bureau (which is certainly too dignified 
and serious and important an institution 
to be treated with levity by the aspiring 
humorists who try their ’prentice hand 
at weather reporting) that the boy who 
changes the signal flags up on the roof 
of the Prudential building, seeing Old Sol 
come out bright and strong in a cloud- 
less sky while the bulletin predicted 
showery weather, took to prognosticating 
a little on his own hook and ran up the 
fair weather flag between showers. And 
so it happened that the weather cranks 
of Atlanta, anxiously rubbernecking to- 
ward the top of the Prudential, had their 
confidence in this great branch of the 
agricultural department of the United 
States government shocked to behold the 
white emblem of dry and smiling skies 
displayed in the midst of a hilarious 
downpour of rain. Professor Marbury 
rescued the flag before it was quite wet 
enough for a dishrag, and this explana- 
tion ought to serve to reinstate him in 
the confidence of those who rashly con- 
cluded that the intense strain of the past 
month had caused him to slip his pro- 
phetic trolley. As a matter of fact, the 
protessor can point to his record wAfh 
pride. When he said rain, it rained. 

June was a remarkable month. Not, 
a fair day was fecorded during the en- 
tire month, and on every day save the 
last rain fell somewhere within the city 
limits. The‘total precipitation was just 
9 inches, which lacked 1.78 inches of equal- 
ing the high water record held by June of 
1884. With this ‘exception, no June of 
the past twenty-two years has equaled 
that of the last year of the century. The 
month has been.one of gloom, unhealthi- 
ness and discontent otherwise than on 
account. of the curtailment of outdoor 
pleasures and the interference with pe- 
destrian necessities. It has seriously af- 
fected business in well nigh all branches, 
and no June for many a year has been 
so hard on growing crops. The June 
which holds the record for precipitation 
had fifteen fair days, and the effect of 
the excessive moisture on crops’ was not 
particularly disastrous, being neutralized 
by sunshine, The early Georgia peach 
has been all but ruined this vear; the 
wheat is hardly” worth the harvesting; 
cotton has been damaged; also corn, to 
some extent, and small fruits and vege- 
tables cut short and deteriorated in qual- 
ity. Altogether, it was a blue June. 

A thing too important to be overlooked 
in connection with a review of the un- 
favorable weather conditions of the past 
forty-odd days is its effect on the health 
of the community. The hot sun of July 
beating on the water-soaked earth with 
its rank vegetation and stagnant pools 
is a certain inducer of disease and a low 
conditionj of vitality. The weeds and tall 
grass should be cut down at once, the 
drains cleaned out and disinfected, lime 
plentifully sprinkled wherever disease 
germs are apt to lurk, and the most rigid 
sanitary precautions taken. The prudent 
housewife will’ use some disinfectant in 
the room. At such a time, according to 
medical authorities, it behooves the san- 
itary department of the city of Atlanta 
to exercise unusual vigilance in seeing 
that the health ‘regulations are strictly 
enforced.

His Report Commends the Manage- 
ment as “Judicious, Reliable 
and Satisfactory.” 


Yesterday morning, before Judge Don 
A. Pardee, the long-pending case of the 
Interstate Building and Loan Association, 
which for more than two months has been 
under a restraining order of the United 


} States district court in consequence of the 


‘petition for a receivership, was disposed 
of by an order granting the petitioners, 
T. B. Martin et al., legve to withdraw 
their application for injunction and fre- 
ceiver, 

This gratifying termination came as the 
result of a cazgful examination of the 
books of the Interstate Building and. Loan 
Association by the expert examiner, A. 
L. Waldo, who was appointed by the 
court at the instance of the complainants’ 
attorneys. Mr. Waldo’s report, which was 
made yesterday, pronounced the corpora- 
tion in question to be “unquestionably 
solvent’ and the management to have 
been “judicious, cautious, reliable and 
satisfactory.” Indeed, the examiner’s re- 
port is a mogt flattering testimonial of 
confidence. in the substantiability and 
trustworthiness of the -Interstate Build- 
ing and Loan Associaton. 

Ths corporation has been placed at a 
disadvantage by force of peculiar circum- 
stances. It is the only one of the five 
national building and loan associations 
doing business in Aflanta within the year 
that,has not been placed in a receiver's 
hands. The attempt to make it take that 
course was apparently the result of jack 
of confidence.on the part of a small 
stockholder who took for granted that it 
must be in the same condition as its for- 
mer rivals. He had not applied for with- 
drawal in the manner prescribed by the 
association’s by-laws, and feeling that a 
precedent had better be established, in 
view of the momentary danger of assault, 
the Interstate’s officers concluded to let 
matters come to a legal issue and estab- 
lish their solvency beyond al, peradven- 
ture. The result, they feel, compensates 
them for the expense, worry and business 
injury of the litigation. — : 

The order, which leaves the association 
free’ from. further restraints, is as fol-

Completed Today. 


THE COUNCIL TO BE PRESENT 


Fifth Infantry, Cavalry, Artillery 
and Police in Line. 


DRUM CORPS HEADS THE PROCESSION 


Many Merchants Will Give a Half 
Holiday and Will Decorate 
Their Places of Business. 


The biggest Fourth of July celebration 
Atlanta has ever known will occur 
Wednesday, when the two big Spanish 
cannon presented by the government to 
the Brumby Monument Association will 
be officially received. 

It will be one of the first celebrations 
of the kind that the city fathers have 
participated in and the members of coun- 
cil will be present tomorrow afternoon 
and ride in the big parade. 

The military organizatfons were yester- 
day tendered an official request by the 
city to take part In the parade and the 
military feature will be an important one. 

The Fifth regiment, the Governor's 
Horse Guard. the Atlanta Artillery and 
the police department were asked to aid 
the city in the celebration, and the ac- 
ceptance of the invitation by them is al- 
ready assured. 

Chief W. R. Joyner, chairman of the 
Brumby committee, appeared before city 
council yesterday afternoon and formally 
invited the councilmensto take part in 
the celebration. The invitation was ac- 
cepted by council and the councilmen 
and aldermen will ride in carriages in the 
parade tomorrow afternoon. 

In accepting the invitation council 
adopted a resolution in which the Fifth 
regiment, the Governor’s Horse Guard 
and -the artillery organizations and the 
police are requested to take part in the 
parade, - 

The parade will move tomorrow after- 
noon at 3 o’clock from a point not yet 
decided upon and will march through 
the principal streets of the city, headed 
by the Atlanta fire department drum 
corps. A battalion of mounted police and 
@ squad of police on foot will be in the 
parade as will a number of firemen. The 
state troops, infantry, cavalry and artil- 
lery, will have a conspicuous position. 

The indications are that a large num-

Before leaving for Marietta yesterday 
enorning, Governor Candler appointed 
Hon. J. Pope Brown, of Pulaski county, 
railroad commissioner to succeed the late 
Colonel lL. N, Trammell, chairman of the 
commission, whose death took place some 
days ago at Marietta. 

Mr. Brown had been in the city up to 
Sunday, and had had several conferences 
with the governor. His appointment did 
not occasion surprise, as it was generally 
conceded that he would s¢cure the pcal- 
tion. 

Order of Appointment. 

Following is the olficial order issued by 
Governor Candler: 

Executive Office, Atlanta, Ga., July 2 1900. 


Whereas, a vacancy exists in the railroad com- 


mission of this state, occasioned by the death 
of Commissioner L, N. Trammell; it 4s, there- 


fore, ordered— 

That the Hon. J. Pope Brown, of the countv 
of Pulaski, be and he is hereby appointei 
railroad commissioner to fill said vacancy ttl] 
the next meeting of the general assembly. 

A. D. CANDLER, Governor. 

C. M. HITCH, Sec. Ex. Dept. 

Before leaving the city, Governor Can- 
dler had the following to say of the ap- 
pointment: 

“Colonel Trammell’s place will be hard 
to fill. He was a wise and a just mar, 
and mainly through his efforts the Geor 
gia commission has been made a model of 
excellence. 

“No, there were. but few direct appli- 
cants for the place, but there were many 
suggestions for the appointment, among 
them Hoa. Paul B. Trammell, son of the 
deceased commissioner, but he informed 
me that he could under no circumstances 
accept it. All whose names were sug- 
gested were without exception good men, 
and it was no casy or pleasant task to 
discriminate between them; but, aftcr 
carefully considering all of them, I came 
to the conclusion that. I should appeint 
the Hon. J. Pope Brown..- 

“The office is one of the most important 
in the state. No less important than a 
judge of the supreme court or the gov- 
ernor himself. This commission stands 
as an arbiter between the people and the 
railroads. It must on the one hand pro- 
tect the people from extortion and unjust 
discrimination, and on the other see to it 
that the $65,000,000 invested in raljroads in 
the state has fair treatment. The men 
in whose hands these vast interests are 
intrusted should be men of broad busi- 
ness experience and capacity, the strictest 
person:l integrity, men who can see both 
sides of a question and pasa impartially 
upon it. All the gentlemen suggested pos- 
sess these qualifications, but none of them 
in a more eminent dégree than Mr. 
Brown. 

“Two other reasona prompted me to 
give him preference; first, I think the 
three commissioners should be taken from 
different parts of the state, id there is 
now no commissioner in routh Wgorsia 
and, secondly, Georgia is mainly an\agri- 
cultura] state, and I thought it emi tly 
proper that this great interest, which has 
never heretofore been represented on the 
commission, be representd. Mr. Brown is 
@ man of liberal education, wide business 
experience, the strictest integrity, a 
extensive and 
successful farmen”’ 

The position is one of the best in the 
gift of the governor, and carries with ita 
salary of $2,600 a year. Mr. Brown's ap- 
pointment will be re-affirmed when the 
legislature convenes. The unexpired term 
‘s for five years, 

A Sketch of His Life. 

J. Pope Brown is one of the most prom!- 
nent citizens in the siafe. He is the 
eldest son of the late James Pope Brown, 
a well-known planter in his day, and was 
born May 4, 1855, in Houston county, and 
was but an infant when his parents moved 
to Pulaski county, where he was reared. 

He received his preparatory education 
at Mount Zion and then entered Mercer 
university, graduating from that institu-

Later he purcnased a large 
tract of.land about nine miles from 
Hawkinsville, where he now lives. He 
married Miss Anna Miller, a daughter of 
Jonathan Miller, of Beach Island, N, C.

Mr..Brown has been the able represen- 
tative of Pulaski county two terms in the 
legislature. As chairman of the commit- 
tee on agriculture, he attracted state-wide 
attention by the stand he took in the 
matter of special agricultural education. 

He vigorously attacked the management 
of the state university on the grounds 
that the money appropriated by the fei- 
eral government«for the College of Agri- 
culture and Meohanica) Arts was not be- 
ing spent to the best advantage. He 
made the matter a warm issuc and was 
directiy inetrumental in a large measure 
in radical changes in the management ol 
the university. . 

Mr. Brown's interest in education was 
last year rewarded in his eiection as a 
trustee of Mercer university. 

Prominent and widely known as. he is 
in political affairs, it is as a practical 
farmer who has done much to upbiiid the 
agricultural interests of the state that 
Mr. Brown is best known. He has been 
at various times president of fairs in 
Pulaski county, and is at the present 
time president of the State Agricultural 
Society. Ivast fall, as chief executive of 
that organization, he was closely identi- 
fied with the State fair held in Atianta, 
and was largely instrumental jn making 
it the success it was. 

Mr. Brown's appointment wil] meet with 
general approval throughout the state.

Petitioners Declare Decatur Road at 
Certain Point Will Not Hold 
Many Tracks. 


The Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
has filed a petition In the superior court 
asking that the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany be enjotned from constructing a 
switch or sidetrack on the Decatur road 
in front of the home of Mr. Kirkpatrick. 

Judge Lumpkin has issued a temporary 
restraining order and has set a hearing 
of the case for September 8th.

The petition of the Rapid Transit Com- 
pany sets cut that it has a franchise from

Further, that the city of At- 
lanta has granted it the right to build its 
line from Peachtree street along Auburn 
avenue to Howell street, along Howell 
street to Decatur street, along Decatur 
street to county line in Edgewood. 

The company declares that it has al- 
ready constructed this line as fat as the 
point where the Southern railway tracks 
cross Decatur street, and that it Intends 
building on out to the town of Decatur at 
once. The Rapid Transit Company avars, 
however, that the Decatur road in front 
of the Kirkpatrick place is not wide 
enough for three tracks, and that the At- 
lanta Railway Company is now preparing 
to construct a sidetrack at tat point. 

It is charged in the petition that the 
Atianta Railway Company has enough 
right of way on private property immedi- 
ately beycend the Kirkpatrick home on 
which to construct a sidetrack, and asks 
the court to prevent such construction.

“brutal and stupid.’’ Captain Thompson 
doesn’t have any idea that the case will 
amount to anything. It will not be heard, 
however, until the board meets again. 

Chief Manly announced that he had 
about $500 paid in as a reward for Will 
Lucas, the negro who is said to have 
killed Captain Davis in DeKalb county 
on May 12, 1899. Sergeant Bedford and 
Detective Walton arrested the negro and 
they claim all of the reward. Patrolmen 
Chiles and Blackstone claim they first 
ascertained the wherabouts of Lucas and 
told the detectives where to find him. 

The money was ordered held up and the 
board will decide about its distribution at 
the next meeting. 

Were Witnesses in Murder Case. 

The chief of police was instructed to 
investigate the allegations made against 
Patrolman Tom Grant on account of the 
evidence he gave in the Wheeler murder 
trial last week. It was charged that 
Grant stated under oath that he knew 
Wheeler and the woman in the case were 
living as man and wife and that he had a 
talk with Hambrick about it. 

The chief stated that he was also in- 
vestigating allegations against Patrolman 
Jim Shepard along the same line, Shep- 
ard having been a witness in the Wheeler 
case, 

Looking After the Boys, 

In executive session Commissioner Eng- 
lish introduced a resolution which was 
unanimously adopted calling upon the 
chief of police to detail men in citizens’ 
clothes to stop the youths entering noto- 
rious resorts in the city. 

Capta English stated that he had 
heard of a number of instances in which 
boys not more than fifteen years of age 
had been seen drunk coming out of 
houses of a questionable character, and 
the time had come when the thing had 
to be. stopped. 

Commissioner Jones stated that the 
grand jury had considered the same ques- 
tion. 

Under the resolution of Commissioner 
English the police will arrest’ both the 
women who cenduct such houses and th 
minors who enter them. 


THE RECEIVER IS COMMENDED. 


Referee Adams Recommends $1,500 
Be Paid Receiver Parrott. 

The report of Referee Adams on the 
receivership of the Southern Agricultural 
Works commends the way in which Re- 
celwer Parrott has discharged his duties 
and recommends that he be allowed $1,500 
for his services and a like sum for at- 
torney fees. The order dismissing Mr. 
Parrott as receiver was Made by Judge 
Newman before his departure for Vir- 
ginia.

SHELTERING ARMS GETS PROPERTY

These and Other Matters of a More or 
Less Important Nature Occu- 
pied the Attention of the 
City Council Yester- 
day Afternoon 


After defeating the Longino resolution, 
donating certain property to the Shelter- 
ing Arms and acting upon a number of 
minor matters, council adjourned yester- 
day afternocn without having done any- 
thing really remarkable in importance. 

The Longino resolution provided fer the 
ineligibility of members of city boards for 
re-election. It was introduced several 
months ago by Dr. Longino, representa- 
tive from the seventh ward, and was re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee for 
action. 

That committee last week amended the 
resolution by makinye the terms of office 
on the various boards four years, end 
then reported favorably upon the resolu- 
tion as amended. Alderman Johnson ren- 
dered a minority report opposing the reso- 
lution. It was presented *o council among 
the batch of papers from the ordinancs 
committee yesterday afternoon. 

By unanimous vote it was put upon its 
second reading. 

Councilman Minhinnett first spoke upon 
it, saying that he was opposed to the reso- 
lution. He thought the ionger an efficient 
man served on the city boards, the more 
valuable he became, If he is not a valu- 
able man, ecaid the councilman, he can be 
defeated by council, 

In defending his resolution, Dr. Longino 
stated that the mayor was ineligible for 
re-election, the aldermen and councilmen 
could “not succeed theniselves, and he 
thought the same rule should apply to the 
department boards. 

Dr. Longino used the Grady hospital 
board of trustees as an instance. He said 
inembers of that body were elected for 
terms of nine years, and consequently 
there had never been-.a. change ‘tn the 
board of visiting physicians, except by 
resignation. He thought the younger 


physicians of Atlanta should be given a 


chance. He expressly stated that he did 
not mean to criticise the board of trus- 


tees of the hospital. 
Captain Miller Liked It, 

“Captain Miller, who is a: member of 
the board of health,” said Dr. Longino, 
“came to ny office and zaid he hoped the 
resolution would pass. He thought it a 
good thing, and told me that I could so 
quote him on the floor of council. At least 
5) persons in the city have come to me 
and stated that they hoped the resolution 
would be adopted.”’ 

Counci’'man Rawson asked if the adop- 
tion. of the resolution would prevent the 
re-election of present board members. | 

Dr. Longino said he thought it should, 
because the city should have some start- 
ing point. 

The vote came on the adoption of the 
majority report from the ordinance com- 
mittee, which was favorable to the adop- 
tion of the resolution. The ayes and nays 
were called for, and the vote atvod as 
follows: 

Ayes—Alderman Kilpatrick and Council- 
men Harwell, Barrett, Maddox, Rawson, 
Adams, Roy and Longino—s. : 

Nays—Aldermen Beutell. Day, Johnson 
and Welch and Councilmen Holland, Min- 
hinnett, Terry, Thompson and Grady—4%. 

Councilmen Pope and Parks absent. 

Councilmen Longino and Rey gave no- 
tice of a motion to reconsider at the next 
meeting of council. As two members were 
absent yesterday afterncon, it may be 
that the Longino resolutien will yet be 
adopted.

Yesterday Morning. 


MOTION FOR A NEW TRIAL 


Alfonso Davenport, a Negro Youth 
Charged With Murder, Acquitted. 


DICK HOLMES ALSO GOES FREE 


Criminal Branch of Superior Court 
Held Part of the Day in Judge 
Lumpkin’s Courtroom. 


Ten years in the penitentiary was the 
sentence given Isaac Wheeler in the crim- 
inal branch of the superior court yester- 
day for the shooting of John C. Ham- 
brick on the evening of June 8th. 

Wheeler was convicted of voluntary 
manslaughter Ast Friday night and Judge 
Candler announced then that he would 
pass sentence on the first day of the 
special term of court. 

Yesterday morning the Wheeler matter 
was the first thing disposed of. Accord- 
ing to law the court could send him to 
the penitentiary for from one to, twenty 
years. Judge Candler split the lomtwaiin 
penalty in half. But Wheeler may never 
serve this sentence, because his attorneys 
have already filed a motion for a new 
trial. 

This will be argued within a month and 
if Judge Candler declines to grant «a 
new trial, the case will doubtless be car- 
ried to the supreme court of the state. 
Attorneys D. W. Rountree, L. Z. Rosser 
and J. A. Anderson, who was a friend 
of the’ Wheeler family, spoke yesterday 
before Judge Candler in behalf of Wheeler. 

After they had finished the court passed 
sentence. In doing so Judge Candler-said 
that “‘rottenness in the administration of 
the law” was responsible for the shooting. 
He stated that according to the evidence 
police officers knew of the relations ex- 
isting between Wheeler and the Milner 
woman and also between her and Ham- 
brick, and yet nothing had been done to 
make them observe the law. 

He said that in passing sentence he had 
taken Into consideration the physical con- 
dition of Wheeler and had, therefore, not 
given him the full extent of the penalty. 


Davenport Was Acquitted. 

Alfonso Davenport, a young negro man, 
was tried on the.charge of assault with 
intent to murder, but was acquitted. 

He was charged with shooting Jim 
Garner, another negro, The jury was out 
only about ten minutes. According to the 
story brought out during the trial, Daven- 
port and a girl had gone to a church and 
had returned to her home during the even- 
ing. : 

Garner and another negro boy came 
there and raised a fuss. Garner attacked 
Davenport and the latter shot him. Daven- 
port was represented by Attorney Harvey 
Hill, who was assisted in the trial by At- 
torney William Schley Howard, represen- 
tative-elect from DeKalb county. 

Mollie Miller yesterdav pleaded guilty to 
selling liquor without a license and was 
fined $150 to include all costs. She was 
warned by Judge Candler that if she was 
again brought before him on a similar 
charge that the penalty imposed would,bs 
heavier, © 

Holmes Goes Free. 

In the case of Dick Holmes, colored, 
charged with the murder of Tony Smith, 
another’ negro, the state announced its 
inability to prove the prisoner guilty and 
a@ verdict of not guilty was taken. 

When Holmes started out of the couri- 
room he was besieged by his friends, male 
and female, who had witnessed the partial 
trial, and he was fairly borne out on 
their shoulders. A bailiff had to be sent 
out to make them keep order. 

Max Key and E. Litchenstine were both 
declared not guilty of assault to murder. 
The two men had been jointly indicted.

TEMPORARY ORDERS ISSUED 


Hearing Will Occur Some Time Dur- 
ing the Regular Fall Term. 


FAMOUS CASE RECALLED BY PETITION 


Wolfe Alleged That Property Be- 
queathed by Aaron Israel Did 
Not Belong to the Old Man. 


Quite unexpectedly the now famous 
Israel wil] bobbed up again yesterday in 
the superior court and the indications are 
that it will occupy the attention of Judge 
Lumpkin at an early date during the 
regular fall] term. 

Henry Wolfe, the. brother of the late 
Mrs. Hannah Israel, and to whom she left 
half the property she claimed, has filed a 
petition asking that Henry Wellhouse, ex- 
ecutor of the estate of the late Aaron 
Israel, be enjoined from gelling any of the 
property left by his brother-in-law. 

Judge Lumpkin has issued a temporary 
restraining order and the matter is sched- 
ulegd for a hearing before him on the 
morning of September 8th, or ag soon 
thereafter as possible. 

This petition sets forth that on June 7, 
1886, Mrs. Hannah Israel, wife of Aaron 
Israel, made her last will and testament. 
In January, 1897, she died and her will was 
filed in the court of ordinary for probate. 
According to this will half of the property 
she claimed as hers was bequeathed to 
her husband and the other half to the 
Wolfes. 

Hepry Wolfe, her brother, was named as 
executor and he proceeded to have tha 
wil] probated in solemn form. Aaron 
Israel, her husband, then filed a caveat, 
and the ordinary having probated the 
will, her husband entered an appeal from 
this judgment to the superior court, 

Verdict Against the Will. 

When the case came on to be heard the 
jury sustained the @aveat and returned a 
vergict finding that the paper offered for 
probate wag not the will of Hannah 
IsraeL The propounder immediately 


‘moved for a new trial and that motion, 


says the petition, is still pending in the 
superior court. 

The plaintiff in the present cage states 
that his attorney tells him there is every 
reason to believe that thig motion will be 
sustained and that he will be given a new 
trial. He gays that since that trial his 
brother-in-law, Aaron Israel, hag died and 
his will has been properly probated, while 
Henry Wellhouse, named as executor, has 
qualified and has been granted letters 
testamentary. 

Mr. Wolfe says further that the proper- 
ty described in Hannah Israel’s will is the 
same as her husband, Aaron Israel, 
“undertakes to dispose of.’’ He avers 
that all the property old man Israe] cla!m- 
ed as his own was in reality his wife’s, 
having been purchased, so he declares, 
with his sister’s own money. : 

He alleges that he knows-«this to be.a 
fact and sets forth pat his brother-in-law 
boight the propert}“in warious: parts of 
the city and had the deeds made in his 
own name. “Instead of going to law,” 
Says the petition, “she left half to her 
husband and half to ther prother’s heirs.”’ 

He avers that Mr. Israel“‘through ig- 


norance or with a view to defraud his 


wife” caused all the property to in his 
name. He/then goes on to say that Mr. 
Wellhouse/ hag advertised to gell today 
certain Valuable pieces of ths property. 
Mr, Wolfe alleges that if.this property is 
sold and he gets a new trial and the 
will of Hannah Israel is set up he cannot 
then recover the property as it will then 
belong to other peoph.. 

It was with this yiew of the matter that 
he asked to have the sale enjoined. As a 
result of the petition and the court’s or- 
der, The sale will not be held as scheduled.

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THE PASSING THRONG, 


Charles Carter Hay, 
Atlantian, has obtained a large number 
of important and interesting statistics, 
showing the part the south has taken 
in the various wars. He: makes the 
following statement in answer to a 
speech made by Senator Hoar: 

“Since our (friend, Senator Hoar, 
claims that we (meaning the north) 
have given to this country freedom, in- 
dependence, etc., and -when a _ brother 
senator says ‘now that. we have become 
a first-class power’ the venerable gen- 
tleman rears, snorts, cavorts and re- 
torts by: ‘We have been a first-class 
power since we came out of the war 
of 1813." I have troubled myself to 
hunt up some’ figures to show that the 
south has been in the lead in all wars, 
For the war of the revolution, 1776, I 
refer you to history and merely com- 
mence with the war of 1812, when the 
venerable senator claims that we be- 
came a first-class power. This 
was inaugurated and pressed to a trium- 
phant issue under the administration of 
a southern man (Madison),. supported 
by a, ‘solid south’ in the face of the 
opposition of New England, and only 
five senators north of the Delaware 
voted to sustain it. In the glorious and 
most critical days of the conflict, New 
England was holding a secession con- 
vention, denouncing the war and in- 
triguing with the emissaries of Great 
Britain. As a consequence when Eng- 
land sent her powerful fleet to invest 
our ports, she exempted the coast of 
New England from the operations of 
the blockade. In all political intrigues 
the south has never secretly held seces- 
sion conventions against her sister 
States of the north while living under 
the compact and intriguing with the 
embassies of Great Britain. The war 
with Mexico and the ~ annexation of 
Texas were assailed by the free states 
with the same opposition as in the last 
war with England, but the pluck and 
patriotism of southern men once more 
prevailed and Columbia took into her 
embrace the young giant, Texas.-

58,352 men; the south had 98,812 men.

On the day of the primary some kegs 
of beer were found in a restaurant on 
Marietta street near the fifth ward voting 
polls. It was charged that John Hall 
had furnished the beer an@ he was served 
with a warrant. He made bond, and the 
case has been pending trial for scveral 
deys.
